PARKER HOLDS FIRM 
IN NOMINATION TILT. | 

Wednesday saw the nomination for 
comptroller general still aundecided, 
with both Comptroller General W. B. 
Harrison and Adjutant General Ho- 
mer ©. Parker claiming victory. 

Harrison, at his office at the capi- 
tol, declared he was not yet ready to 
amplify his statement of Tuesday that 
he would fight to the finish to re- 
tain the office he holds, while Parker 
left Atlanta Wednesday morning for 
Irwinton, after issuing a statement 
in which he declared he wanted only 
“what I am entitled to.” ’ 

Parker bases his claim on the nomi- 
nation on the discovery of an error 
in the returns from Wilkinson coun- 
ty, which would give its county unit 
votes to him instead of to B. M. Bul- 
lard as first reported. 

Contest Necessary. 

The only legal step that can clarify 
the situation, attorneys at the capitol 
said, is an official contest which will 
eall for a recount of votes in that 
county. Parker contends that through 
mistake in addition he was credited 
with 274 votes when he got 574. 
Rules of the democratic committee 
give candidates 10 days after election 
in which to file contests. This time 
ends Saturday in the present case. 

“IT know of no county or counties 
in Georgia that are for sale,” Parker 
said in his statement Wednesday. “If 
one or more should be for sale, I 
would have no desire to buy. I be- 
lieve in clean politics and want noth- 
ing but what I am entitled to. 

“Mistakes have been corrected al- 
ways. For instance, the same mis- 
take was made in Fulton county that 
was made in Wilkinson county. Tabu- 
lating the returns from Fulton coun- 
ty, I was credited with 3,924 votes 
by the official returns sent in to the 
state democratic executive committee, 
After the returns were in, the secre- 
tary of the county committee called 
the secretary of the state committee 
over the telephone and explained that 
the figure three was inadvertently 
used instead of the figure two. The 
returns were accordingly corrected 
and my vote was reduced to 2,924. 

Parallel Situation. ° 

“The same situation exists in Wilk- 
inson county, except that the mistake 
is in my favor and changes 300 votes 
instead of a thousand. ‘Sauce for the 
goose is sauce for the gander.’ All 
I ask of the state democratic execu- 
tive committee is that I receive the 
same treatment in each case. If 
did not carry Wilkinson county as 
the people there said I did, I certain- 
ly do not want to appear in my 
column, 

“I do not know Mr. Bullard. I 
have never seen him. I have never 
talked with him personally or over 
the telephone.

Norway and the Irish Free State were 
elected members of the council of the 
League of Nations at today’s meet- 
ing. Thus, the league concluded its 
spectacular phase and turned to con- 
erete treatment of the international 
questions in its six standing commit- 


tees. 

Under the presidency of Nicholas 
Politis, of Greece, the third commit- 
tee which deals with the paramouut 
problem of disarmament began discus- 
sion of a proposal for giving financial 
assistance to attacked or menaced 
countries, only outlining the proce- 
dure for treating this project for dis- 
couraging war. 

The fourth committee, whose work 
lies in the humanitarian and social 
domain, appointed its reporters pre- 
patory to analyzing the work of the 
anti-drug, child welfare and traffic 
in women organizations. 

Tomorrow these groups will continue 
discussions of these subjects while 
the economic and political commit- 
tees take up resolutions which em- 
body the policies advanced by speak- 
ers in the general debate which closed 
last night.

DEMOCRATIC HOPES 
HIGH IN TWO STATES. 
BY GLADSTONE WILLIAMS. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 17.—Demo- 
cratic hopes of capturing two ad- 
ditional seats in the senate in the 
normally republican states of Massa- 
chussetts and Delaware have been 
brightened by develapments there on 
the prohibition issue during the past 
24 hours. 

In both states dry republicans will 
be opposed by wet democrats at a 
time when prohibition is fast regain- 
ing the national spotlight as the dom- 
inant domestic issue of the hour and 
in the face of what appears to be a 
predominant wet sentiment in Massa- 
chusetts and Delaware. 

In Massachusetts the republicans 
nominated William M. Butler for the 
senate, a dry, in a hotly contested 
primary which saw him the winner 
by only some 10,000 votes over his 
wet opponent, Eben S. Draper. The 
democrats, on the other hand, con- 
ducted a more friendly contest with 
the fight for the nomination confined 
to two wets, Marcus A. Coolidge, 
wealthy textile operater, and former 
Representative Joseph F. O'Connell, 
the former winning by a substantial 
margin. 

So far as known Mr. Coolidge is 
not related to the former president 
and Massachusetts governor, but his 
name appears to be a good vote getter 
in the old bay state, and although 
former President Coolidge declined to 
seek the senatorial nomination, as 
many state republicans wished him 
to do, it is not at all unlikely that 
there will be a senator Coolidge from 
Massachusetts, yet. 

While Massachusetts democrats 
were nominating Codlidge in Tues- 
day’s primaries, the democracy of 
Delaware named as its senatorial can- 
didate Senator Thomas F. Bayard, 
also a wet, who will oppose in the 
November elections Senator Daniel ®. 
Hastings, a dry.

publicans in renominating Senator 
Hastings that caused prominent mem- 
bers of the DuPont family of Wil- 
mington to announce recently that

Sen- 
ator Bayard went down only in the 
Hoover landslide of two years ago 
while Massachusetts now has one 
democrat in the upper chamber, Sen- 
ator David I. Walsh. 

Aside from the wet side of the pro- 
hibition issue, democrats are believed 
to hold another advantage in Massa- 
chusetts due.to the bitter strife that 
is going on there within the repub- 
lican party. Butler was vigorously op- 
posed by the old Henry Cabot Lodge 
following during the primary. He was 
made to pay the price of his dis- 
courtesy to the late Senator Lodge 
at the time of the ClekJland conven- 
tion in 1924, when Butler-was chair- 
man of the republican national com- 
mittee. 

The Lodge following, all powerful 
in Massachusetts for more than a 
quarter of a century, has never for- 
gotten how the aged and erudite sen- 
ator was shunted into the back- 
ground by Butler, the product of a 
later day. Admirers of the late sena- 
tor were marshaled by Mrs, Constance 
Lodge Williams, his daughter, who 
fairly boiled over with resentment 
against Butler. Said to be the most 
inaccessible woman in Boston, per- 
haps, and socially the most aloof, she 
nevertheless has not hesitated to take 
an active hand in the contest. In one 
of her letters made public during the 
campaign she said: 

“He (Senator Lodge) arrived in 
Cleveland to be himself treated like 
a pickpocket at the order of William 
Morgan Butler, the chairman at that 
time of the republican national com- 
mittee. This was a deliberate act of 
revenge.” | 

Not only is she opposing Butler but 
Henry Cabot ge 2d also came out 
against him and aided his opponent in 
the primary. They both are expected 
to give further vent to their feelings 
in the general elections. 

Mr. Butler must therefore over- 
come not only the opposition of old 
Lodge admirers, but the defection of 
wets in his own party as well.

Jobs in France 


Now Outnumber 
Work Seekers 


PARIS, Sept. 17.—(#)—There is 
more work than workers in France at 
present. Official statistics show that 
there are some 15,000 jobs gojng beg- 


ging. 

Unemployment exists, it is true. 
Counting strikes and voluntary absen- 
teeism, the number of men idle 
amounts to some 20,000. But there 
are only 856 workers on the bovks of 
the local unemployment funds and 
those are really the only unemployed 
in the American sense. 

There is thus really a deficiency 
of labor and France is, and is likely 
to continue to be, au importer of 
workers. There are considerably more 
than 1,000,000 foreign workers in 
France, mostly Italians and Poles, yet 
it was found necessary to bring in 
180,000 in 1929 to meet the require- 
ment of French industry and agricul- 
ure.

Pets Are Rescued.

In 
the case of the pets, their anguish ap- 
parently was the greater and firemen 
rand occupants on more than one oc- 
casion rushed back into the smoke- 
filled structure to rescue a poodle or 
bulldog. . A cordon of detectives was 
called on to prevent would-be thieves 
from taking advantage of the confu- 
sion to enter the smoldering building 
in an effort to loot apartments of 
jewelry, and at the height of the blaze 
an unidentified white man snatched a 
woman's purse, «The ‘culprit was pur- 
sued by a group of men, overtaken 
and thrashed, and the woman’s purse 
was returned.

THAT FLEXIBLE FRAME-UP. 


The frame-up of the tariff com- 
mission to operate the flexible pro- 
vision of the tariff act has been 
completed nearly by President Hoo- 
ver, Another democrat is yet to be 
named to constitute the bi-partisan 
commission called for by the act. 

In a few plain words the purpose 
of the flexible provision is to per- 
mit the president, on the findings 
and advice of the tariff commission, 
to raise or lower tariff rates within 
a range of 50 per cent above or be- 
low the rates named in the act.

Rousseau’s 


Room. 


The house in Chambery where Jean 
Jacques Rousseau wrote his “Confes- 
sions,” which has been Ieft uwundis- 
turbed for 200 years, has been re- 
opened to the public as a museum. 
Even the view from “the room with 
the three windows,” which Madame 
de Warens placed at the disposal of 
the 13-year-old writer, is about the 
same as in the days when Jean 
Jacques sat in it to write down those 
ideas which have since thrown the 
world upside down. The furniture, 
which the famous author considered 
“luxurious and elegant,” looks rath- 
er poor, although ig excellent state 
of preservation. When we visited 
the place recently an American fam- 
ily, motoring its way to Aix les 
Baines, happened to he let through 
at the same time. One lady asked 
the keeper pres | where the bath- 
room was. The keeper had to ad- 
mit that there wasn’t any. “In Amer- 
ica.” came the withering reply, “even 
the working classes have their bath- 
rooms.” The keeper hung his head 
in shame... “This Madame de War- 
ens was a noble?” it was asked. ‘Yes, 
noble and rich. The Duke of Savoy 
paid her 2,000 pounds a_ year.” 
“And no bathroom, not even a wash- 
stand? She must have been a dirty 
woman?” ‘Pardon,” eame back the 
keeper. “She was not a dirty wom- 
an. But what would you, America 
had not been invented. She proba- 
bly washed her hands at the pum 
in the yard.” “No carpets here,” 
went on the trans-Atlantic visitor. 

“No,” said the keeper with a sigh. 
And so we stepped over the bare 
boards, which sagged here and there; 
through the bedroom where thousands 
of pilgrims have come from all parts 
of the world and where a schoolboy 
once watched the rising sun above 
the hills of Savoy and where he re- 
constructed the world according to 
his dreams. A bare room with poor 
furniture, but the birthplace of a so- 
cial revolution as profound as Chris- 
tianity, a room without washstand, 
but from which have gone out into 
the world the principles of 1789, the 
French republic, the revolt of the 
American colonies, socialism, bolshe- 
vism, Chinese independence . .. and 
heaven knows what is yet to come!

Rumania’s 
“Cuzists.”’ 


The idea of a United States of 
Furope, M. Aristide Briand’s propo- 
sal to save the old world from dis- 
integration, is not liked by the Cuz- 
ists of Rumania. The Cuzists in Ru- 
mania, it should be said, are the fol- 
lowers of Professor A. C. Cuza, leader 
of the nationalist-Christian party and 
notorious anti-Semite, whose incessant 
Jew-baiting activities must be held 
responsible for the recent anti-Jewish 
excesses. The chief organ of the Cuz- 
ists declares that Briand’s plan is 
nothing else but an insidious attempt 
to put the whole of Europe under 
contro] of the Jews, And M. Briand 
is the willing tool of a great inter- 
national Jewish conspiracy, which has 
its headquarters in Wall Street on the 
one side of the world and in the Mos- 
cow Kremlin ou the other end. The 
pity is that in a country like Ru- 
mania, which is struggling to achieve 


habitants, a numerically unimportant 
group should give the outside world 
the impression that the twilight of 
mediaeval barbarism still broods over 
the Danube. The nationalist-Chris- 
tions are free, of course, to disagree 
with M. Briand’s scheme. If they 
think a federated Europe would harm 
their fatherland, it is up to them as 
good citizens to try and dissuade the 
Rumanian authorities from adhering 
to the proposal. But when they in- 
voke the ancient and long-exploded 
myth of a Jewish world conspiracy 
they make not only themselves ridic- 
ulous, but they harm their country 
also. For being gifted with an im- 
mense capacity to shout, it is their 
voices which penetrate jn the outer 
world. And, worst of all, when they 
print articles day after day, urging 
the peasantry to “kill the Jews and 
loot their shops,” often proceeding to 
suit the action to the words, ther 
must realize that advice from them 
on important international questions 
will receive secant hesring among 
civilized peoples.

A Scandinavian engineer has just 
perfected an adimirable little machine 
gun which is capable of firing a 
thousand bullets per minute. The 
beauty of this ingenius mechanical 
contraption lies in the fact that it 
requires nobody to sit behind it to 
do the firing. The gunner, in fact, 
may be sitting comfortably in a cafe 
hundreds of miles from the danger 
zone, if he only presses a button the 
machine goes on firing and sending 
people to a land where there is no 
war. Airplanes without pilots, rain- 
ing destruction on cities and machine 
uns without gunners, it begins to 
ook like the beginning of the end. 
For obviously every state will try 
to get a hold of as many of these 
machine guns as possible. And once 
they have the required number, and 
war breaks out, there will be no arm- 
ies to face each other, just auto- 
matic manless machine guns firing 
away at each other. If that ever 
happens men will perhaps realize how 
useless it is to spend astronomical! 
sums of money for cannon and tanks. 
In the meantime Europe is getting 
ready to held autumn maneuvers.

In Memory of Admiral Semmes. 

The special event of the Tuesday 
session was a tribute to the character 
and career of Admiral Raphael 
Semmes, “the south’s beau sabreur of 
the sea.” The honor of speaking that 
tribute was graciously given to this 
writer. 

In the naval history of mankind 
there appears no more fascinating fig- 
ure than that of Semmes, a Maryland- 
er by birth, but an Alabaman through 
his adoption of that state as his habi- 
tat in 1842. He was high in the 
naval service of the United States 
when the state of Alabama joined the 
secession. He at once resigned and 
was promptly called into the service 
of the newly organized Confederacy. 

He was put in command of the 
Sumter, at New Orleans, the first war 
steamship owned by the Confederate 
government. With it he made a dar- 
ing escape from the already blockaded 
Mississippi and took to the high seas 
as a commerce raider.

Became the Terror of the Waves. 

He sailed at will over and around 
the Atlantic ocean capturing and sink- 
ing rich merchant ships belonging to 
the northern enemy. Within three 
months and had sunk 18 of them and 
put terror in the minds of all the 
New England captains and crews 
afloat. 

In 1862 he was blockaded at Gi- 
braltar by a federal warship, lying in 
wait. for him across at Algeciras. 
Finding it too perilous to leave port, 
ww . his vessel and went to Eng- 
and. 


There in a British yard a vessel 


was being built for the Confederate 
government. When completed and 
launched as the “290,” the number of 


-its registry from that yard, Semmes 


took command, equipped it at a near- 
by island, named it the Alabama 
and again became the roving “shark 
of the seas.”

The Career of the Alabama, 

All readers of the history of the 
War Between the States know that 
the sea career of the Alabama is one 
of the greatest romances of naval 
warfare. 

In her Admiral Semmes sailed the 
Atlantic like a phantom and made 
the whole wide expanse of its waters 
a field™@f danger to the foe and his 
commerce, 

Sailing without a home port or of- 
ficial registry, with no papers author- 
izing international rights, he captured 
64 of the enemies’ ships and sunk all 


of them but seven, which he used to' 


transport’ the crews of.the captured 
ships to neutral ports. He could not 
take the ships as prizes into any port 
or court and hence the necessity to 
sink them and their valuable cargoes, 
His exploits in such sea-ramling had 
no precedents in prior naval history. 


The Alabama Claims Case. * 


It will be remembered that after 
the War Between the States the 
United States made claim upon Great 
Britain for the damages done by the 
Alabama. 

The case was one submitted to ar- 
bitration and eventually led to an 
award by the arbitrators, sitting at 
Geneva, of $15,000,000. It was paid 
by Great Britain to the United States, 
but was much less than the actual 
losses entailed by the operations of 
Semmes and his famous ship. 

The naval officers of all countries 
where he touched admired his daring 
deeds and feted him and his crews 
with great honors. 

It was only in the United States 
that he was denounced as a pirate, 
a buccaneer, an international outlaw 
fit only to be hung at a yardarm, 
if captured. 
. _ * - 

A Tragic, Glorious End. 

While the Alabama was in the har- 
bor of Cherbourg, France, in June, 
1864, Admiral Semmes learned that 
the United States warship Kearsage 
was in a harbor of Holland. 

He sent a cheery invitation to her 
captain to come and meet him out- 


side of Cherbourg and Captain Wins- |’ 


wee: equally gallant, accepted the chal- 
enge. 

The vessels met and because the 
Kearsage had camouflaged a sheath 
of anchor chains, the battle was un- 
equal and the valiant old Alabama 
went to her death beneath her waves. 
Semmes was rescued from the water 
by an English yacht and taken to 
England. 

After the war he returned to Mo- 
bile, was arrested for treason, but 
soon released, and died with all his 
glory thick upon him in 1877. 

His memory will ever be precious 
to southerners as their naval hero 
“without fear and without reproach.”

“The 
depression appears at a distance as 
the work of an economic hobgoblin, 
who has kept a ghostly vigil on purse 
strings. Slowly the veil is being lift- 
ed, for buying goes only with belief, 
and belief, like truth — crushed, is 
steadily rising and this time on 4 
firmer foundation. 

“What we need then, and what we 
are getting, is a public faith in com- 
modities and in commodity prices that 
transcends periodical hysterias of 
prosperity and depression. Out of this 
welter of fear and uncertainty there 
is emerging a greater public confi- 
dence in eommodities of standard and 
branded character, a faith purified 
and strengthened by the baptismal 
fire of trying times. 

“The manufacturers who have main- 
tained their standards and stabilized 
their prices, have by now achieved an 
immunity that will eliminate fear, tor 
one thing, as a contributing factor 
to conditions such as we have just 
passed through.” 


Former President Coolidge’s “Te- 
cent statement that the nations com- 
posing the league “constantly think In 
terms of war,’ while the _ United 
States has become “a leader in limi- 
tation of armaments,” has brought a 
challenge from Raymond B. Fosdick, 
Rockefeller foundation. _ . 

According to Dr. Fosdick, in 1913 
the United States had a fleet of S43,- 
000 tons, Great Britain 2 222,000 
tons and France 689,000 tons. But 
now the United States has 1,250,000 
tons, Great Britain 1,275,000 tons 
and France 587,000 tons. 

He attacks the Coolidge statement 
from another angle. For navy ar- 
maments the United States is spend- 
ing $375,000,000 now as against 
$137,000,000 in 1913, Great Britain 
is spending $335,000,000 as against 
$224,000,000 in 1913, and France 
$100,000,000 as against $124,000,000 
in 1913. This shows, according to the 
New York educator, that the United 
States is spending 173 per cent more 
than in 1913, Great Britain 49 per 
cent more and France 19 per cent 
less. ; 
If other costs are added. including 
army and air defense, the United 
States is now spending $860,000,000 
annually, Great Britain $615,000,000 
and France $370.000,000. 

Dr. Fosdick admits the League of 
Nations has made little progress on 
disarmament, because. he says, the 
world is still governed “by its fear.” 
But the United States has made lit- 
tle progress too, he contends. ‘ 

“And Mr. Coolidge is not helping 
the cause of peace when he preaches 
the doctrine of  self-righteousness,” 
concludes Dr. Fosdick. 


Sir William Jowitt, attorney-general 
of Great Britain, who has been at- 
tending the law conference in New 
York, pleads for closér co-operation 
between Great Britain and the United 
States. 

“I am convinced that the peace and 
the prosperity of the whole world de- 
pend upon the English-speaking peo- 
ple,” he said. 

“We seek no formal alliances or ex- 
clusive compacts, but we desire and 
intend to set such an example of 
friendship and sympathy as shai 
prove a model to the world. 

“Your people need not fear that the 
present government in England is 
working for ‘red ruin and the break- 
ing up of laws.’ We are working for 
a better regulated co-operation be- 
tween old sections of our community. 
Peace and prosperity at home and 
abroad is the task to which Ramsay 
MacDonald and his colleagues have 
devoted themselves.”

“So many people do it,” said he; “that the hotels make their 


rates high enough to cover the loss and those who don’t steal towels 


are made to pay for something they don’t get.” 


Bankruptcy for the deliberate purpose of defrauding creditors is not 
confined to merchants. It is a practice common among those who live 


beyond their means, and the increasing number of those who resort to 
it imposes an economic burden on every honest citizen in the land. 


As the man who pays cash must in the long run pay the bill of the 


man who has it charged and never pays, so the, 


erchant and the ultimate 


consumer who are honest must pay more for what they buy in order to 
make up the deficit caused by the bankrupts. 
What is more, and worse, the mere fact that a practice is common 


tends to relieve it of public condemnation, and thus each additional 
bankruptcy, however fraudulent it may be, increases the public’s in- 


difference and serves to make fraud more respectable. 

The bankruptcy law was designed to protect the man who suffered 
disaster and give him another chance. 

While it serves this purpose and no other, it is reasonable and merci- 


ful and free of evil. 


But its continued use as a cloak for rascality will in time destroy the 


moral standards of a nation.

War vet- 
erans have applied for compensation 
for non-service-connected disabilities, 
under the provision made for them in 
the last session of congress. 

Colonel George WB. Ijams, acting 
director of the veterans’ bureau, an- 
nounced this figure today, adding that 
it is estimated that within a year 
156,000 men will benefit from the 
new legislation. 

By August 31 more than 7,000 of 
the new claims ‘were adjudicated. 
These resulted in 3,613 awards. 

Applications are being filed in 54 
regional headquarters of the bureau. 
The largest block,-9,048, is from the 
combined hospital and regional office 
at Hines, Illinois. More than 6,000 
have been received from each of the 
following: Nashville, Tenn.; Bir- 
mingham, Cincinnati, Detroit, In- 
dianapolis, and Louisville.

LONG'S IMPEACHMENT 


BATON ROUGE, La., Sept. 17.— 
(P)—The lower house of the Louisiana 
legislature assembled in special ses- 
sion, late today voted a “‘nolle prosse” 
of the 1929 impeachment proceedings 
against Governor Huey P. Long, and 
by formal resolution called on the 
state senate to drop _ indictments 
against the governor that have been 


pending in the upper chamber for 
more than a year. 

The resolution formally abandoning 
the impeachment proceedings was 
sponsored by Allen J. Ellender, of 
Terrebonne, co-manager of Governor 
Long’s recent successful campaign for 
the United States senate, and was 
adopted by a vote of 70 to 20, 


Adoption of the resolution provided 
a tense moment in the legislature 
which was convened last night to 
vote through the governor's good 
roads program which: was defeated in 
the last regular session, before the 
senatorial campaign. Several “stand- 
patters” who were prominent in in- 
augurating the impeachment against 
the governor took the floor to decry 
what they termed a “white wash” and 
a “stultification’ of the house mem- 
bership. 

George K. Perrault, of St. Landry, 
led the attack on _ the _ resolution, 
branding it as “an attempt to have 
the house repudiate itself, in order 
that the chances of the governor, now 
the senator-elect, to occupy a seat in 
the senate of the United States might 
be strengthened.” i 

On the other hand, Ellender said 
the resolution was offered “for har- 
mony” and “in the interest of politi- 
cal peace in Lowisiana.” Many who 
voted for the impeachment last year 
voted to “nolle prosse”’ today explain- 
ing their votes on grounds of desir- 
ing “harmony.” ~~ 

The large New Orleans old regular 
representation in the house, recently 
prominently identified among the gov- 
erpor’s leading opponents, supported 
the Ellender resolution almost unani- 
mously, 

As adopted, the resolution formally 
dismissed the house board of managers 
which was named to prosecute the 
governor in the senate and asked the
